CARE TO SAMBA? 


Mention the word, “samba” and 
while several people will immediate- 
ly think of the popular South Amer- 
Jean dance, the thoughts of confirmed 
card players turn to one of the most 
exciting Canasta variations, 

People 
who play 
cards enthu+ 
siastically 
and often 
say Samba 
is Canasta’s 
“sophisticat- 
ed, grown- 
up cousin,” 
Actually 
there are 
some signifi- 
cant differ- 
ences between the two games but 
these are easily mastered, The basic 
difference between the two games is 
that in Samba, unlike Canasta, se- 
quence melds (or “Sambas") are le- 
gal and evén earn a bonus of 1,500 
points. A “sequence” is a meld of ex- 
actly seven cards in the same suit 
in' order, such as king to seven, 

These sequence melds are actually 
canastas so, of course, they may be 
counted as one of the two canastas 
needed before you can go out in 
Samba. 








There is one minor point in Samba 
for the beginner to remember. In 
Samba no meld may have more than 
two wild cards while in Canasta a 
meld may contain up to three wild 
cards, Also, in Samba you regularly 
draw two cards-from the stock but 
discard only one. 

Another feature peculiar to Samba 
is that a player must always hold 
at least two matching cards to take 
‘the discard pile. In Canasta, you'll 
remember, all that is required to 
take the unfrozen discard pack is @ 
combination of one matching card 
and one wild card. 

But the biggest differences between 
the two games is that Samba uses 
three decks of cards against Canas- 
ta's two, allows for higher scoring, 





ties. Two players at Samba find that 
it does not tend to be so one-sided 
as two-hand Canasta and six players 
have discovered that the three packs

Children’s Hospital 
Opens New 6-Room 
Convalescent Home 





Almost like hoine for the pa- 
tients who occupy it is the new 
convalescent cottage opened re- 


cently by Children's Hospital of 


the Last Bay. 

With accommodations for six 
youngsters age 2 to 15, the six- 
room (three-bedroom) cottage is 
looated at 723 52nd St. behind the 
main hospital building. Occupant 
of the cottage are patients who 
have a long term 'of convalescence 
ahead of them, who are atnbula- 
tory, and who for some reason can 
not be cared for at home. A nurse 
is with them all the time. 

Conceived as a combination con- 
valescent and rehabilitation unit, 
the convalescent cottage was sug- 
gested by Dr. Marcia Hayes of the 
State Departmeit of Health. A 
committee of doctors, headed by 
Dr. Edward G. Bauer, became in- 
terested and recommended to the 
board of directors that the hos- 
pital authorize the unit. All plans 
for it were approved by the state 
health department. 

The convalescent cottage is for 
use of private patients as well as 
part-pay patients under the hospi- 
tal’s sustaining care program, also 
youngsters wliose ailments may be 
paid for through funds of the State 
Crippled Children’s Services,
